TEHERAN, Iran. (UP). Depu ty 
Premier Hossein Fatemi said that 
Iran is ready to sell cru de oil 
from its stocks in Ab adan for cash 
to “any foreign cu stomer”—pre­ 
su mab ly inclu ding Ru ssia.
